CRIMES OF THE HEARTS 

The Hamptons Police reported last week that they 
had infiltrated a ring of black market Valentine’s 
hearts dealers and apprehended dozens of people 
involved in the criminal fleecing of the beloved 
heart-shaped candies. 

The crime ring came into existence when the 
legal supply of Valentine’s hearts dried up. “Last 
year the company that used to manufacture the 
bulk of the Valentine’s hearts sold in this area 
went out of business,” says Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch. “Local shop owners 
were slow to understand the situation.” 


That’s when criminals involved in black 
marketeering saw their chance, says Hirsch. 
“Before the market could react to that news, these 
wise guys went and glommed up all of the candies 
they could get their hands on. We're talking tons 
and tons of Valentine’s heart candies.” 

According to Hirsch, the group formed a 
syndicate and began offering the candy hearts 
to local candy stores and pharmacies at vastly 
inflated prices. “Let’s face it, these are not high- 
end candies,” says Hirsch. “You may as well 
be eating chalk. But tradition is tradition, and 
shop owners were desperate to have them on 
the shelves for the holiday, so they paid the 
extortionate prices.” By February 13, says Hirsch, 
Valentine’s hearts were fetching $100 per pound. 

Meanwhile, the Hamptons Police Black Market 
Undercover Investigations Unit (HPBMUIU) had 
inserted several agents into the hearts’ supply 
chain and was developing evidence to incriminate 
not only the underlings but also the kingpins of 
the operation. “We were deeply imbedded, and 
they didn’t have a clue,” says Hirsch. 

“These were some pretty tough customers, but 
as time went on, they started to get Be pale 


Hirsch cites numerous incidents, many of which 
were caught on surveillance video or tape, where 
the criminals spoke openly and plainly of what 
they were up to, identifying their bosses by name 
and bragging about their success in gouging shop 
owners for supplies of Valentine’s hearts. “It kind 
of turns your stomach to watch this stuff,” says 
Hirsch. “They were treating it like it was just a 
big game—but this is people’s livelihoods we’re 
talking about.” 

Finally, on the evening of Thursday, February 14 
the police made the determination that they had 
gathered all of the evidence that they needed to 
make cases against the black marketeers, and they 
began to roll up the operation. “We needed to nab 
these guys before they absconded with their ill- 
gotten gains,” explains Hirsch. The police arrested 
33, suspects and impounded an undetermined 
amount of cash. “We caught these guys, and we’re 
confident that we have the evidence to put them 
behind bars for a long, long time.” The suspects 
are being held without bail. ga

New York City’s Misfortune Is the Hamptons’ Good Fortune

mazon is coming to the Hamptons. The 

announcement was made at 11 a.m. this 
morning by Greg Applebottom, the Vice President 
in Charge of Location Headquarters, in a press 
conference in Seattle. 

“We were kind of hoping—fingers crossed—that 
the location of our Northeast Headquarters would 
not be New York City. That offer was hanging by 
a thread when we received it, but the $3 billion 
tax incentive was too hard to refuse. Now that 
a couple of outspoken people in New York City 
have let out a squawk, we’ve been able to let that 
offer go and take the offer from the Hamptons, 
where all the billionaires summer. We are told 
the welcome here will be unanimously approved. 
Indeed, I have also been informed that when we 
cut the ribbon for the pushing-down of the first 
shovel of dirt, that event will be followed by a 
parade that will wend its way all the way from 
the Westhampton Country Club to the Montauk 
Downs Golf Links.” 

Applebottom was referring to the main 
enticement that was offered, which was the

donation of the property upon which all 12 golf 
courses in the Hamptons currently stand. As 
agreed, all 12 will be closed up and turned over 
to Amazon for the building of their warehouses 
ahd shipping hangars. Those golf. courses 
are Westhampton, Shinnecock, the National, 
Southampton Golf Club, Sebonack, Noyac, the 
Bridge, Poxabogue, the Maidstone, the East 
Hampton Golf Club, Sag Harbor, the Amagansett 
Golf Club and Montauk. Also Quogue, if it ever 
gets built: 

“One of the sticking points in our negotiations 
that might have killed this deal,” said Mayor 
Hickenlooper, standing next to Applebottom, 
“was the fact that we just don’t have the 
open space anywhere for such a huge facility. 
Everything is either downtowns, residential, 
public parks or farmland, much of which has had 
its development rights purchased so they can 
never be built upon.” 

“The Mayor is a genius, coming up with this,” 
Applebottom said, putting his arm around 
Hickenlooper. “And getting it approved—what a 
feat! An end run around the town council.” 

The warehouses and shipping buildings will

each be easy-to-assemble Butler Buildings, 30 feet 
high, entirely enclosed in corrugated aluminum ~ 
sidings and easy to erect, so it will be possible 
to be ready for occupancy by May of 2020. Each 
will be five million square feet in size, and a total 
of 20 buildings will occupy each golf course. 
All 20 will be connected by enclosed walkways 
at ground level and high-power electric cables 
overhead. And all will bear names remembering 
the golf courses. So the warehouse request might 
go out for Maidstone 13, and everyone will know 
where that is. 

“We know golfers are avid sportsmen,” 
Hickenlooper said, “so each former golf course 
clubhouse building will be preserved and used 
for Amazon’s mid-level executives. Almost all 
are elegant and historic. Also preserved will be 
the former golf courses’ driving ranges and pro 
shops, though six days a week it will be for the use 
of the Amazon executives—but every Wednesday 
from 3 to 5 p.m. will be Former Members Day, 
and those people can come, pending security 
checks, of course. 

Hickenlooper used a pointer to indicate 
the finished Amazon regional headquarters

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buildings on a screen at the back of 
the stage. 

“The pro shops will be converted to little 
holding cells where employees who don’t perform 
well are held overnight,” Applebottom continued. 

“This will also be great for Riverhead,” 
Hickenlooper said. “Amazon will be building a 
new company correctional facility on the property 
next to the Riverhead Jail, where merchants who 
get less than two stars for their order refilling 
abilities will be housed while awaiting trial. 
Hooray for Riverhead.” 

Hickenlooper next talked about Long Wharf 
in Sag Harbor, of which he is most proud. He 
called “Long Wharf’—now to be “Much Longer 
Wharf’—the deal clincher. 

“We were this far apart,” Hickenlooper said, 
holding his right thumb and index finger about 
two inches from each other. 

Long Wharf is to be taken over by Amazon 
and lengthened from the 300 feet that it is now 
to one and a half miles, in order to be able to 
accommodate all the freighters and tankers that 
bring material in from Europe, Asia and the rest of 
the world that is not currently sanctioned. Drones 
will then carry each package to the designated 

warehouse, which will clearly be marked on the 
roof—for example “Amagansett 22.” The name is 
on the roof shingles of all the warehouses on the 
former golf courses. Next to the chimney. 

“That will alleviate this extra traffic on our 
highways,” said Mayor Hickenlooper proudly. 
“And the most important thing is jobs, jobs, jobs.” 

There will be 50,000 new jobs created for 
the local people in the Hamptons. These jobs, 


working in the packing warehouses and dispatch 
warehouses, will be guaranteed for 10 years, after 
which the job totals will decline as the robots 
take over. 

“Even then there will be jobs,” Hickenlooper 
added. “Maybe not as much. But these robots 
need to be polished and oiled every few hours, 
they have to be taken on walks twice a day 
through the communities—on leashes of 
course—and who do you think will be the robot 
walkers? Us!” 

All this will come at a cost, of course. The 
Hamptons was in a bidding war with not only 
New York City, but with Boston and Pittsburgh 
and New Utrecht. Also Buffalo, New Castle, 
Pennsylvania, Burlington, Vermont and 
Lowell, Massachusetts. 

“Hampton Taxpayers during the next 10 years 
will each be assessed an additional $200,000 
per year—this is a democracy, so everyone 
will have to do the exact same fair share. No 
favoritism here.” 

Applebottom smiled, amused. He recounted 
the offer made by Lowell, one of the poorest cities 
in America. “Every resident in Lowell was to be 
grabbed by the ankles and turned upside down 
to see what coins rolled out of their pockets,” 
he said. 

“Not democratic,” Hickenlooper said. 

“In exchange for this $1.3 billion tax gift from 
the Hamptons,” Applebottom said, “we’ve agreed 
that if something is ordered and either not picked 
up, refused, returned as disabled or whatever, 


Amazon will donate it all to food pantries and 


St. Joseph’s Clothing Bins, or just at random 


by our robots and drones waddling and soaring 
throughout the community.” 

“You forgot to mention about the airports,” 
Hickenlooper said. 

“Yes. Both airports will be purchased by Amazon 
to insure that they never close. Indeed, we will 
double all the runway lengths, and of course we 
will be adding 300 invisible but swirling drone 
vortex cones that attach to the sky. Over 2 million 
drones a day will be coming down and going up, 
so it might from the ground look like a herd of 
locusts or bats. Progress! But we'll be careful.

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That Portrait of Jackie 


A Long Journey fromWhen It 


BY DAN RATTINER 


A round 1948, a wealthy summer resident 
of East Hampton, “Black Jack” Bouvier, 
commissioned painter Irwin Hoffman to make 


a portrait of his 19-year-old daughter, Jackie. 


Although divorced from his wife, “Black Jack” 
still maintained a*~home on Lily Pond Lane 
and often hosted his daughter there. He adored 
Jackie. Earlier that summer, riding her horse at 
the Riding Club of East Hampton, she had taken 
a fall and banged her head. Unconscious for two 
days, she finally snapped out of it. Everyone was 
concerned for her, and perhaps because of it, 
her father asked Hoffman to make a painting of 
her. She sat for it. The painting, only 10” x 12”, 
shows her with a scar over her right eye. “Black 
Jack” could look at it on the wall even when she 
wasn't there. 

That painting today is for sale by the owner of 
the Wallace Gallery in East Hampton. It’s had 
an interesting history between when it was done 
and now, including a lawsuit filed by Bouvier 
Beale Jr., a cousin of Jackie’s and the executor of 
another estate in that extended family, who sued 
Terry Wallace for being in possession of what 
Beale believed were stolen goods. 

That lawsuit was filed a year ago this month, 
and just because it was filed, there are those who 
believe it hurt Wallace’s reputation. But now, 
two weeks ago, the suit was dropped. Although 
Wallace cannot give details about it, the fact 
that he still has the painting and has it for sale 
speaks volumes. If he’d lost, he would not have 
it. His reputation is restored. He says he’d like to 
sell it now, preferably to an institution so people 
could see it. He thinks its value is probably in the 
six figures. 

Jackie Bouvier grew up to be one of the youngest 
First Ladies of the United States. In her 20s, she 
married Jack Kennedy, who soon became a 
senator. When he became President in 1961, she 
was 31 years old and a great beauty, with the scar 
gone and long forgotten. 

The painting, of course, took a different path. 
Jackie inherited the painting when her father 
died, and she eventually gave it to Theresa Shea, 
her riding instructor and head of the Riding Club. 
After Shea passed on, it went to her daughter, 
Theresa Maloney, the owner of Village Antiques 
in town at 11 Newtown Lane. By that time, 
Wallace had opened his gallery on Park Place in 
that town and he and Theresa Maloney became 
friends. When Maloney died, Wallace told me, 
he approached her business partner Mildred 
Greenwald about buying the little painting. At 
first she wouldn't sell it, but after he approached 
her numerous times, she finally agreed. She also 
gave photos in the antique shop’s possession of 
little Jackie on her horse to Wallace as a gift. 
Years later, Wallace gifted these photos to the 
East Hampton Historical Society, who made 
a show of them in 2017, which my wife and I 
saw. Because Wallace was required by the court 
to reveal the provenance of that painting as 
he knew it, he knew all these twists and turns 
by heart. 

The lawsuit by Bouvier Beale Jr. filed a

year ago came about in a parallel story. 

About the same time that “Black Jack” Beale 
was going through a divorce, another couple in 
this extended East Hampton summer society 
family split up. The father was an attorney, 
Phelan Beale. It was 1931, the Depression had 
hit and he was out of money. He simply left his 
wife and daughter in this great mansion on West 
End Avenue in East Hampton and went off. He 
had little or no further contact with them, except 
to make the divorce official 15 years later. These 
two were respectively known in the family as Big 
Edie Beale and Little Edie. They continued to live 
in this house with the expectation that Phelan 
Beale might return, and when he didn’t, every 
day Big Edie talked to Little Edie bitterly about 
their circumstances. 

As time passed, the house called “Grey 
Gardens” slowly deteriorated and left them 
to depend on the kindness of fellow family 
members. The porch sagged. The vines grew up 
everywhere. The house crumbled around them 
and they stayed, Little Edie wishing she could 
get out but always called to task by her mother

for thinking those things and so never doing so. 

Big and Little Edie lived this way for the next 
30 years, by which time Big Edie was about 80 
and her daughter about 55. They were stuck 
in time. 

In 1974, a young man delivering groceries 
to the house reported back to his employers 
that the two women were living in squalor and 
were now accompanied by a dozen or so cats 
and perhaps a few raccoons. The market owner 
called the county health department, which 
threatened to declare place uninhabitable, but the 
women stayed. 

Big and Little Edie and their home came to 
the attention of two New York City filmmakers, 
David and Albert Maysles, who pushed through 
the foliage and politely knocked on the door 
one day to be welcomed grandly by Little Edie 
after they told her they would like to make a 
documentary about she and her mother. Little 
Edie saw this as a way to become famous. Mother 
at first objected, but did nothing to stop them. 

The documentary that resulted, Grey Gardens, 
was a sensation, was voted by film critics as 
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one of the best 10 documentaries of all time, 
and was afterwards made into a movie starring 
Jessica Lange and Drew Barrymore, and a 
musical on Broadway that was nominated for 
10 Tony Awards and won three—including one 
of which was Christine Ebersole as Little Edie, 
and Mary Louise Wilson as Big Edie—as well as 
several books and, I believe, coloring books. 

During this period, at least up until the late 
1960s, according to the lawsuit, the painting of 
Jackie Kennedy as a girl, their niece, was hanging 
on one of the walls inside “Grey Gardens.” People 
walked in and out of that house, workmen sent by 
the family, and a series of friends they had made in 
the East Hampton community. Somewhere along 
the line, the suit said, that painting disappeared. 

And now it had turned up at the Wallace 
Gallery. A stolen painting, Bouvier Beale 
Jr. claimed, and he wanted the painting 
given back.

Terry Wallace, after the lawsuit was filed, told 
anybody who was interested that he believed 
this was not a stolen painting, but was as he had 
known it to have been handed down. He had 
been an art dealer for more than a quarter of a 
century and did not deal in stolen goods. He did 
say, however, that if it could be proven that it was 
stolen off the wall at Grey Gardens, or that it was 
stolen from anywhere else, he would return it to 
its rightful owner. Considering that the painting 


is likely worth in six figures, according to Wallace, 


this was quite something to say. 


Big Edie died about two years after the 
documentary came out. Little Edie had to move 
out after that. She tried her hand as a cabaret 
singer, but it flopped. The clothes she wore, 
unfashionable but made interesting by the 
way she wore them, became a fad for a while. 
Eventually she returned to Grey Gardens alone, 
but then moved to Florida. She died at Bal 


Harbor at age 84.

The Decline and Fall of the Intelligencia Because of Search Engines

hy is it that the word “Liberal,” often 

followed by the word “Elite,” has become 
something to look down upon?

This news is sending shockwaves 
through Washington.” 

Back in the day, people would have been 
thrown out of college for saying this garbage. 
Today, it’s immediately believed as true. Tell 
your friends. 
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So no, the computers are not replacing the 
liberal elite as the great fount of knowledge. The 
computers are screwing it up. It could easily send 
us spiraling down to the ruination of democracy, 
to be replaced by the wishes of the people who tell 
the biggest lies.

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There’s the story in Dan’s Papers I found of 
probably the most astonishing art opening ever 
to take place in the Hamptons. It was on a small 
teardrop-shaped island in Gardiner’s Bay, a few 
hundred yards wide and about a quarter-mile 
long. The art was a 30-foot metal sculpture 
that had been built by several artists. During 
the afternoon and evening festivities, a small 
Piper Cub landed on the beach there, and the 
visitors enjoyed the party. The island was called 
Cartwright Shoal, and was and is owned by the 
_ very WASPy Gardiner family, who also owned the 
nearby and much larger Gardiner’s Island with 
the mansion on it. Nobody asked permission to 
have this work of art at Cartwright. We just did it. 

Jackson Pollock painted in Springs. One year, 
he appeard in a feature story in LIFE magazine, 
one of the most popular national magazines of 
that time. “Is he the greatest living painter in the 
United States?” the magazine asked. The country 
celebrated the wild Jackson Pollock who died 
drunk, driving his car into a tree in the Springs. 

Betty Friedan, whose book The Feminine 
Mystique inspired the Women’s Liberation 
Movement, lived in Sag Harbor. She 
organized a series of lectures called “The Sag 
Harbor Initiative.” 

One section of the Hamptons down by the 
ocean, walled off with hedgerows, was the 
summer colony of the wealthy WASP community. 
They had cotillions and birthday parties, tennis 
matches and coming-out parties.

_ Another example: In the 1920s, the big mansion 
in the center of Water Mill that many of us 
remember as Villa Maria also owned the triangle 
next door, where the town windmill sits today. 
Local citizens back then persuaded the owners 
of Villa Maria—a religious order of nuns—to cut 
off that triangle and give it to the townspeople 
so they could move a windmill to it. The order 
agreed to do this and did, but reserved the right 
to take the property back if any “disorderly” 
behavior were to take place on that property. 
That codicil is still in the deed. Why? A year 
before, part of Villa Maria was rented out to a film 
actress named Irene Coleman, and her parties 
that year were legendary. 

The point is that Liberal Elites were running 
wild. And it was permitted and encouraged.

Town Councilman John Bouvier has some 
serious credentials beyond local policymaker. 
The former NASA engineer and saturation diver, 
who has developed technologies for deep-sea and 
space exploration, will discuss his fascinating 
life and career, from his time at the bottom of 
the ocean to efforts helping astronauts in orbit, 
during a special talk sponsored by Montauk 
Observatory and Stony Brook University’s 
Department of Marine & Atmospheric Sciences. 
The event will take place at the Stony Brook 
Southampton campus next Friday, March 1 
at 7:30 p.m. 

During his storied life, Bouvier worked for NASA 
and other private governmental organizations 
on projects including engineering and robotics, 
deep-water diving, astronaut training, and the 
recovery of a famous space capsule at sea. His 
upcoming lecture, From Deep Sea to Space, will 
cover the man’s wide breadth of expertise on a 
variety of topics, such as the technology aboard 
the International Space Station (ISS) and how 
he taught astronauts to use it; implementation 
of deep-sea divers, submersibles and robotics 
for Department of Defense and Office of Naval 
Research projects; and how he used his talents 
in the private sector for offshore oil drilling and 
much more. ;

Among his most memorable missions, Bouvier 
played a role in recovering Liberty Bell 7, a 
Mercury space capsule piloted by astronaut Gus 
Grissom, who became the second American to 
reach space in 1961, just 10 weeks after Alan 
Shepard’s momentous first flight. The capsule 
took on water upon splashdown and nearly 
drowned Grissom before recovery helicopters 
had to cut it loose, allowing the heavy craft to 
sink some 16,000 feet to the ocean floor. Liberty 
Bell 7 remained there, lost and corroding beneath

the Atlantic Ocean for 38 years, until Bouvier’s 
team—led by space shuttle Challenger and RMS 
Titanic salvager Curt Newport—recovered it 
in 1999. 

This historic moment is just one of many 
compelling anecdotes from Bouvier’s years 
opening the impenetrable domains of space and 
the abyssal ocean to exploration and a blossoming 
universe of possibilities. “There aren’t a lot of 
people in the world who have had their feet in 
both of these industries,” Bouvier points out, 
explaining the crux of his lecture, which he 
describes as “sort of like a TED Talk.” 

Despite their differences, Bouvier says there’s 
quite a lot of “crossover and drift” between the 
depths of sea and space. Both, of course, require 
technological marvels to keep humans alive and 
machines functioning within them, especially 
as man continues to test the limits of time 
and distance. 

Attendees of next week’s lecture should expect 
to hear about Bouvier’s vital contributions to 
engineering the ISS, as part of the ISS Support 
Division in Washington, DC; and to the FTS 
(Flight Telerobotic Servicer), JEM (Japanese 


‘Experiment Module) and MSS (Mobile Servicing 


System) as Lead Robotics Engineer for NASA 
Robotics. He also took part in the Naval Weapons 
Laboratory and worked with the Flight Test 
Group for the Grumman Corporation. 

His vast knowledge of undersea exploration and 
equipment proved a valuable asset in developing 
systems for robotics and human survival in 
orbit aboard the ISS and for the Hubble space 
telescope. Needless to say, men and women 
like Bouvier are making NASA’s missions and 
directives possible in a very tangible way. 

And yet, with all his achievements, Bouvier now 
finds himself in the role of Southampton Town 
Councilman. “I’d been considering it for a long 
time,” he says, noting that he finally went for it 
in 2015 after Town Supervisor Jay Schneiderman 
asked him to run. The seasoned scuba diver had 
noticed ongoing deterioration of local waterways 
and he believed bringing his science background 


~-to the Town Board could help them something © 


about it. “The bay bottom is completely different 
than I remember it,” he adds. “That sort of set 
things in motion.”

Now, with his term about to end, Bouvier must 
decide if he'll run again. “A lot of the things we’re 
doing are making an impact,” he says. 

Bouvier, who is the godson of Jacqueline 
Kennedy Onassis and spent time with John F. 
Kennedy and with the Edies at Grey Gardens in 
East Hampton, isn’t likely to talk about politics or 
his famous family during his lecture, but he says 
these talks should be conversational. In other 
words, Bouvier plans to go where the audience’s 
interest leads. “It’s a really broad subject,” 
he says. 

In addition to speaking about his numerous 
endeavors, Bouvier will present dozens of 
photographs and graphics to illustrate and 
illuminate the finer points and memories from a 
lifetime of important work.

arborFrost is the event that Sag Harborites eagerly 

anticipate all winter. Between live music, a plunge 
into the frosty bay, a culinary stroll, a hot chocolate 
station, face painting, fire juggling and fireworks, 
it’s easy to see the appeal. However, the créme de la 
créme of the annual festivities is the live ice carving 
demo performed by the fastest ice carver in the world, 
Rich Daly. 

A Guinness World Records adjudicator bestowed. 
this distinction on Daly in 2013, after he successfully 
carved 60 sculptures out of 18,000 pounds of ice in two 
hours and 52 minutes. This feat obliterated the previous 
record of four hours and 23 minutes set by Rich Bubin 
in 2002. At that time, Daly was first learning how to 
ice carve at Johnson & Wales University. “You never 


think, ‘One day I’m going to break that record,” he 
says. Rather, he thought, “Nobody’s ever going to be 
able to do that.” 

After years of winning speed carving competitions 
across the country, he changed his tune. In 2012, 
he called Guinness to announce his intent to beat 
the current record. He spent a year brainstorming 
and submitting 150 sculpture designs for approval, 
modifying chainsaws and tools for maximum speed 
and running drills to shave off as much time as 
possible until the day came that he successfully beat 
the previous record by an hour and a half. Now, with 
one spot in the Guinness book, he has his sights set on 
a second—fastest single-block carving—which he hopes 
to achieve next year.

With that goal still a ways away, Daly’s current focus 
is helping to create the best HarborFrost yet. Daly has 
been working closely with the Sag Harbor Chamber 
of Commerce to brainstorm designs for a live demo 
on the Long Wharf to best fit this year’s theme of 
fireworks and shooting stars and really nail the wow 


‘factor. They've decided on a massive shooting star 


made of eight blocks of ice totaling 2,400 pounds. 
“It’s going to be larger than life, as usual, but it’s from 
a more artistic standpoint this year,” Daly says. “It’s 
going to be a great photo opportunity, and that’s really 
what it’s all about.” 

Providing quality photo ops are incredibly important 
to Daly, in fact, they’re a part of what he finds most 
rewarding about ice carving. “I like that it’s temporary. 
It’s ever changing; the environment that surrounds it 
changes it. If it’s super cold, if it’s windy, if it’s sunny, 
if it’s hot, it constantly changes. As it changes, it takes 
on a different glare—a different glow. As it melts away, 
it’s a temporary art form,” he explains. “It’s temporary, 
so you take a picture of it, and that’s what you have for 
a lifetime.” 

In addition to the large Long Wharf display, 
HarborFrost will feature over a dozen of Daly’s smaller 
sculptures representing various village businesses. He 
expects there will be “close to 10,000 pounds of ice 
scattered throughout town.” 

Daly’s chilling art displays are not limited to 
competitions and HarborFrost. He runs an award- 
winning ice carving company, Ice Memories Inc., from 
his home in Mastic Beach. In addition to creating 
custom ice luges, mugs and more, his commissioned 
sculptures include carvings of the entire Golden State 
Warriors starting lineup for the NBA and a life-size 
sculpture of the infamous butt fumble for ESPN, which 
marked the anniversary of the ill-fated play involving 
Mark Sanchez of the New York Jets running headfirst 
into teammate Brandon Moore’s behind. 

In addition to the ice carving business, Daly also 
teaches. culinary arts at William Floyd High School. 
He’s discovered the two jobs are surprisingly easy to 
balance, because most clients request his services for 
parties and events on weekends, holidays and during 
the summer when the school is closed. “They're a 
match made in heaven,” he says. fi

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Genesis & Transcendence: Michael Butler's Art Is Sag Hathor 


M uch like when you view his paintings, when you 
enter Michael Butler’s neat bungalow home in Sag 
Harbor’s Eastville neighborhood, you’re immediately 
struck by the colors. There are bottles of acrylic paint 
on every hard surface—table, shelving, file cabinets. 

A self-taught painter who’s often described as a 
narrative artist, Butler clearly has many stories to tell 
and he’s been hard at work for the past several years 
to get them on canvas. He has two one-man shows 
scheduled this year. The first, titled “Genesis and 
Transcendence,” opens at the Eastville Heritage House 
on Friday, February 22 at 5 p.m.; the other will be at 
the Amagansett Free Library in July. 

Butler tends to make small paintings that tell big 
tales, often historical in nature. Some recent ones have 
included the great fire that took the Alvin Silver Works 
in downtown Sag Harbor, featuring lots of roaring 
red flames; and a summery scene that depicts local 
resident May Parker, who’s shown pushing an old 
fashioned baby carriage down a sidewalk surrounded 
by friendly neighbors and welcoming sites around 
Eastville. Parker was an African American woman who 
made candy at home and took it into downtown Sag 
Harbor in a baby carriage to sell. This candy maker 
is an example of Butler’s ongoing documentary series 
on local people, “characters who lived in this area at 
one time.” 

There are also colorful, geometric fish. “Many [of 
my paintings] now have no storyline behind them. 
I'm of the temperament now to do something fun, not 
always interested in the whole documentary history 
behind the ideas,” Butler explains. He doesn’t think of 
his paintings evolving, but perhaps changing in some 
ways over time. He recently copied one of his paintings 
as a gift for a friend celebrating their 75th birthday.

He used “most of the same colors, but it came out so, 
so different.” 

Butler has recently embraced the term “magical 
realism” to describe his work. When he paints a 
panoramic view of Sag Harbor, he doesn’t strictly stick 
to the script of reality. The buildings may be from 
different time periods, or they may not have been 
contemporary with each other at all, but as he says, 
“it’s all Sag Harbor” and it-works. 

As the manager of the Sag Harbor Whaling and 
Historical Museum, anda longtime resident of Eastville, 
Sag Harbor’s historically diverse neighborhood, Butler 
has unique insights into area history. The Butler family 
has deep roots in Eastville and he moved to Sag Harbor 
full-time in 1988, after an early career in New York. 

He’s actively exploring, “How am I going to spend 
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the last quarter of my life?” In addition to his paintings, 
Butler hopes to complete a book on the rich history 
of Eastville. He’s a past president of the Eastville 
Historical Society, which is headquartered just a 
stone’s throw from his home. He also cites researching 
his genealogy as an ongoing “big project.” He says, “It’s 
much easier now with ancestry.com, and my brother 
and sister are doing 23andMe. We're finding out a lot 
of interesting stuff.”

Denny Laine Pexfouns at Bay Street Theater on March 2 


F amed British guitarist, songwriter and singer 
Denny Laine is coming to Bay Street Theater in 
Sag Harbor for an evening of intimate music-making 
and storytelling. This solo show on March 2 marks 
Laine’s Bay Street debut, but it certainly doesn’t 
mark his first time in the Hamptons. In fact, Laine’s 
introduction to the East End came quite some time 
ago through another Brit—a rather obscure Liverpool 
musician name of McCartney. 

“It was back in the Wings days,” says Laine about his 
first trip to the East End, referring to Wings, the band 
Laine formed in 1971 with ex-Beatle Paul McCartney 
and Paul’s wife Linda. “It was my introduction to the 
family,” Laine recalls. Linda McCartney’s extended 
family summered in East Hampton going way back, 
and though Laine remembers a warm reception from 
the family, he admits to some fogginess. “I don’t 
remember much about it, actually.” 

That shouldn’t be surprising—there was a lot going 
on in Laine’s life during the 60s and ’70s heyday 
of rock music. Laine first found fame before he 
reached the age of 20 with The Moody Blues, singing 
the band’s career-launching single “Go Now” in 1964 
and singing, writing songs and playing guitar for their 
debut album The Magnificent Moodies. “It’s like you're 
getting pushed along in a big snowball,” says Laine. “A 
lot of stuff goes down, and you can’t remember a lot 
of it.” 

While riding that snowball early on, Laine and his 
Moody Blues bandmates often came into contact with 
four famous lads from Liverpool. “The Moodies used to 
hang out with the Beatles,” says Laine. “We were part 
of the same scene, and Paul and I got to be friends way 
before Wings.”

When The Moody Blues’ success seemed to stall, 
Laine left the band in 1966, played with a few side 
projects (including the Electric String Band and Ginger 
Baker’s Air Force), and was in the midst of launching 
a solo career when he joined Paul and Linda in the 
fledgling Wings. The band lasted from 1971 until 1981, 
and threw a lot of lasting hits onto the charts, some 
co-written by Denny Laine. Interestingly, besides Paul 
and Linda McCartney, Laine was the only member of 
Wings to stay with the band for the duration. 

“A lot of people came and went from Wings—I think it 
had to do with the workload,” says Laine. “When some 
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people reach a level of success, they want to take it 
easy. I wanted to keep the ball rolling.” In fact, Wings’ 
most successful album, 1973’s Band On the Run, 
was largely recorded by Laine and Paul McCartney 
working alone—all of the other band members had 
recently quit, except for Linda McCartney, and Linda 
wasn’t really a studio-worthy instrumentalist. Laine 
feels he saw eye to eye with Paul because they shared 
a kind of perfectionism. “We both wanted it to be at a 
certain level,” he says. 

Oddly, Laine and McCartney’s biggest-selling 
collaboration is on a song that’s a little obscure in the 
U.S. The beautiful, anthemic “Mull of Kintyre” was 
released as a single in 1977 and became the biggest- 
selling single in British history to that point, and a hit 
throughout most of the English-speaking world, and 
yet failed to chart in the U.S. “Paul came to me with 
the chorus and I helped him finish it,” recalls Laine. 
“It’s like a folk song—we wanted it to be as authentic 
as possible.” Perhaps the song’s specificity to the 
British Isles has kept it from becoming a big sing- 

along number in America. 

Still, Laine performs “Mull of Kintyre” in his shows— 
and he says enough Americans do know it. And he 
tells stories—he remembers the important ones—and 
sings songs from across his 60-year career. Now’s your 
chance to catch this rock legend in an up close and 
intimate venue, right here in the Hamptons. g@&

hether he’s suggesting Paul Giamatti’s fans have 

“pinot envy” or asking Martha Stewart how Paris 
Hilton might benefit from prison, Bridgehampton 
comedian, film critic and podcaster Bill McCuddy has 
a knack for creating unforgettable red carpet moments. 
His spontaneous wit and incisive humor—known for 
reviving actors after dozens of uninspired press junket 
interviews—have served the broadcaster well in a 
_career that’s taken him from 15 years in the New York 
advertising world, to more than a decade at the Fox 
News Channel, to commercial voiceover work, writing 
gigs for shows such as Saturday Night Live, and now 
as co-host of the Sitting Around Talking Movies 
podcast with fellow critic Neil Rosen. 

As advertised, each week on the podcast, McCuddy 
and Rosen get together to discuss movies, streaming 
television and the hottest pop culture topics for about 
30 minutes, usually with plenty of laughs and legitimate 
insights from the well-informed hosts. This film-world 
acumen is never on display more than during awards 
season, especially leading up to Oscar Night. 

During a recent one-hour chat at The Spur in 
Southampton, McCuddy proved that he really knows 
his stuff, particularly when it comes to Hollywood’s 
biggest night. Between acerbic jokes, red carpet 
memories and anecdotes from the press junket merry- 
go-round, he offered wry observations about this year’s 
Oscar hopefuls, the complexities of Academy Awards 
voting and how he expects the whole, gold-gilded spool 
of thread to unfurl this Sunday, February 24. 

“‘Tve been doing film criticism for as long as I’ve 
been at Fox News,” McCuddy says, explaining that 
part of his job was watching movies so he could 
interview the stars. “If I liked [the movie], I went back

and talked about it,” he says. “And that evolved into 
movie criticism.” McCuddy left Fox News in 2009 after 
12 years of writing, co-producing and hosting hundreds 
of entertainment-based programs and specials. “I quit 
right after they fired me,” he quips. “I can’t stay in a 
hostile environment.” 

Sitting Around Talking Movies started as a 
supplemental podcast following episodes of Talking 
Pictures, a NY1 show he did with Rosen and critic Lisa 
Rosman of the “Signs and Sirens” blog, from 2012 to 
2017. When that show ended, McCuddy and Rosen 
continued the podcast, recording at various events, 
interviewing celebrities and, of course, talking film. 

“Mostly we just make fun of each other,” McCuddy 
says. “I don’t ever agree with Neil. He never agrees 
with me. He doesn’t seem to realize I’m making fun of 
him, which is great for me.” 
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The formula worked, attracting a weekly listenership 
of about 5,000 to 10,000, depending on the subject. 
Naturally, their Academy Awards predictions, and all 
the disagreement and fighting that come with them, 
are always a big draw. With this in mind, Rosen, 
Rosman and McCuddy will be chatting about the Oscar 
nominees on the first episode of Talking Movies, a 
new monthly television show on CUNY TV, premiering 
throughout the Tri-State area on Friday, February 22. 

Despite his good fortune, McCuddy points out that 
shows like Talking Movies are among the last bastions 
of true film criticism. “There are no critics anymore,” 
he says. “Social media has made everyone a critic, 
whether they have the credentials or not,” McCuddy 
continues. “I’m the first to admit that almost anybody 
can be a critic, and I’m certainly living proof of that, 
but the idea that there’s somebody on the Today Show, 
somebody on Good Morning America, somebody on 
the CBS Morning Show or Fox—that doesn’t exist 
anymore,” he explains. “Joel Segal died, Siskel and 
Ebert are dead, and nobody is replacing those people 
because the critical mass is replacing them. Rotten 
Tomatoes is replacing them. Small markets and some 
publications still have critics, but that’s it.” 

While his outlook seems a bit bleak, McCuddy loves 
what he does and, somehow, it makes those in his 
profession all the more special. “It’s kind of a dying 
art, but we’re keeping it alive,” he says. “We have it on 
life support.” 8.

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LGBT Network Plan to Expand East End Social Offerings 


t’s 2019, and LGBT visibility i is at an all-time 

high. Thanks to marriage equality and great 
strides in mainstream acceptance, kids are 
more comfortable coming out of the closet 
at a younger age, and being “different” has 
stopped being associated with being “deviant.” 
But with this newfound freedom, there’s a new 
challenge: after you’ve come out, what’s next? 
Finding a sense of community, companionship 
and love is no easy feat for anyone, let alone a 
minority group that, until recently, were all 
but invisible. And on the East End, which is 
largely a rural summer community, there’s 
unsurprisingly a dearth of social resources for 
LGBT folk. 

David Kilmnick, the president and CEO 
of the LGBT Network, which has locations 
all over Long Island, including Sag Harbor, 
admits that there’s a gap out here. The 
Network is an invaluable organization that 
provides advocacy, support and all sorts of 
health services for the LGBT community, but so far 
offers only limited social programming. “We have 
youth programs, senior programs, at the facility itself 

and through some arts and cultural programs too,” 
Kilmnick says. There’s a weekly event for teens at the 
network’s Bay Shore and Sag Harbor locations, which 
is no doubt an awesome opportunity for youth to get to 
know other LGBT kids. The LGBT Network works hard 
to make sure as many people have access to them as 
possible. “Our philosophy is, no matter where we have 
the centers, we don’t expect people to come to us; we 
have to go to them,” Kilmnick says. “On the East End, 
you can feel even more isolated than other parts of the

island. There’s a lack of transportation, for example. 
We now have a van on the East End, thanks to 
Legislator Bridget Fleming. We're able to pick people 
up, so [LGBT people] can feel a sense of community. 
We talk about gay life on the East End; how one feels 
part of the LGBT community and movement. Our job 
is to have things at the center but have it be accessible 
to all.” 

One of Kilmnick’s long-term goals is to expand the 
Network’s social offerings, and he’s started by extending 
the annual Long Island Pride events to include more 
of the island. “We're the operators at Long Island 
Pride, and this year we're expanding it to two weeks,”

Kilmnick explains. One of the events Kilmnick 
is most excited about is Pride in the Vines on 
the North Fork. “Pride in the Vines is going to 
be a really cool event! It’s going to be in wine 
country. That includes bringing other folks to 
see the beauty of the East End. That’s going to 
be on June 25. We’re going to do something in 
the Hamptons. It’s also for our allies, friends 
and family members.” Kilmnick is looking into 
opening a satellite center on the North Fork to 
complement the work of other centers. 
Upcoming centers include a large location 
in Hauppauge, as well as a new spot in 
Patchogue. Kilmnick understands the 
importance of expanding the social programs 
across the board. “I’m 51 years old, and I grew 
up in a time where you developed community 
by meeting other people out in clubs—not 
necessarily through drinking, but through 
being social. Those social type of places need to 
exist. We're looking at that as our next model,” 
he says. “People are meeting through social media now. 
It’s so different from when I grew up. There’s been a lot 
more requests for us to do social things at our center. It 
brings people together in a way to have fun, to celebrate 
and feel like a part of the community. That’s how we're 
approaching the changing world for LGBT people and 
the community.” 4.
